103,000 dollars, besides 170,000 belonging the beuse ef Dent ia 
Canton, There hag not yet been any estimate made of the lose 
oceasioned by the fire, bat thet sustained by the Baglish alone 
is very great. Almost all the Captains have lost part, if not alf 
of their Paetory Stares; Captain Prager of the tivxriv bas lost 
upwards of £3000, Very little Tea has bera burnt, so that the feet 
will meet with no delay, but thore has boen creat destyurtion 
among the Silk warehouses. The elty itself bas sot suffered at 
all, as the Gre began oatside the walls, abd destroyed every thing 
jn lis way till it reached the banks of the river. There are three 
boats from the feet on duty every Gay at Canton, tech manned 
with sixteen seamen acd three officers: (wo of the dcews and 
employed in puiliag down the seins, and the third mowot guard.”

I have no objection to writers stating in that form, matters 
ef opinion, of of reasoning ; mere sqaibs and literary productions 
of fancy and fiction, are also unexceptionable ia anonymous 
Gress, for obvious good reasons.

But I would pat it to the good sense of dispassionste read- 
ers to say what decres of faith can be reposed in tho assertions 
or testimony of persons unksows, however solemoly or angrily 
delivered. 


Nay I wodld go a step beyond this, and appeal te the gen- 
tlemen or gentiomen, as the case may be, who have lately expend- 
ed so mach print and so mach of their time and our time in the 
controversies about Messieurs Bankes, Burckhardt, and Beck- 
ingham’s affeirs, whether they can reasonably expect to make 
any considerable general impression on the thinking part of their 
readers so long as they conduct their attacks gader the mask 
of seorecy f 


Biill smaller is their chance of thus enceeeding in those seeon- 
dary blows which they deal to their opponents ander & crowd of 
fanciful signatares, wherein they assert that they and others not 
specified, have been convinced by the facts and argaments of the 
Principal, ihoegh unknown combatants on their side, and eonse- 
quenily cal! upon the different orders of society to act against 
the accased, as the acousers dictate, and upon the authority of 
their and their unknown friend's opinions. 


Two considerations in such a case naturally occur to every 
sonsilic mind pot warped by prejudice, in judging of » discassion 
carried of in thie manner, and where the only one of all the 
pertics present, who is distinetly known and declared —is the 
Defendant, Theaoousers—jodges —witnesses being all unknows 
-~—at least out of the circle of their own party and friends. 

The Gret is—what proof have we that all these accusers who 
write ander s0 many different appellations may sot be ove and 
the same Todividual Geatleman ! what proof that at least the seme 
person may not be the writeref two, three, or more of those let- 
ters ander varied names? So long as these doubts exist, the world, 
and particularly those whe arc at @ distance from the seenc, will 
be slow to eredit the nocusers and accusations ; and will put oo 
faith whatever in the eppearanees of universal conviction and 
impression unfavourable to the aceused, which would otherwise 
be conclusive, and operate to his destruction in the manner re- 
commended upon the suthority 6fse many anonymoas testi- 
monials. 

The second is that supposing al! those writers tebe real and 
Gistinet persons. *til! people unacqaainted with the whisperings 
ead ramoars of the metropolis, and who kaow nothing more thaa 
what oppears in the Public Prints, cannct sce any sufficient rea- 
eon why sach charges and such assertions, denials and intimida- 
tions, inthis wearsone and painfel dispute, should not, if well 
founded, be brought forward fairly and boldly, aader the honest 
sanction of respectable names, 


Tt may seem hard epon Todivideals, whom delicacy or other 
good reasons resirain from exposing (hemacives to public gaze, 
that they should be jureed forward in person because their (cel- 
ings or principles lead them to consider ita bounded duty to 
dotect guilt or procure the euplusion of alleged pollation from 
pure society, Bat hard as the alternative scems, ail civilized 
aces end people appear to have concurred practically in ite ne- 
ceseily; and that tt is safer for mankind taken at large, that ooca- 
sional impostarc or crime escape, than the Gret principles of jus- 
tice be iefringed, aad ibe chance hagarded of deing wrong, by 
judging of mon on seeret accusation and testimony. I remem- 
bor no siriking exoeption to this rule in medera days, except ia

I shoald not have troubled your readers with aveaymous 
opinions on these points, (although T have not towched on any 
matters of fact, wbich would make me feel bound te sebsoribe 
my name), if T bad not beeo moved almost to cheler, by the ab- 
surd Correspondence of the last twe or three dave between two 
partisans in the Joun Buct and Carcurta Jounwat, ander the 
names of Decens and Iexorus, Possibly they may have beea 
the same person, and Ithink so, because their letters have all the 
appesrance of being calculated te tara into ridicule the foolish

After visiting 
the pretty, yet almost deserted town of Malacce, the contrasted bustig 
end activity, and numerous sad varied description of vessels in the ber. 
bour, of thie Island cannot bat arrest the attention. The seene- 
ry though, excepting in ite lofty Sts, wet grand nor sublime, is ex- 

and beantifal; particelarly en tereing towards the very 
group of fine Islands hying totheSoath. With every requisite, 
it weald be imagined, for the worst of tropical climates, in thick ts, 
intervening stagoant swamps, aod constant, often heavy rain, a0 part of 
Asia can perhaps be said to possess so great a degree of salebrity and 
sech an eqeable, thoagh rather high temperature. Tempests are almost 
saknown, and oppressive heats almost equally rare. Its vegetable pro- 
ductions elso are varied, novel, and bighly interesting. And 
as it dees from position, as well as from otber > 
rior advantages fora com mercial settlement, it cannot fail, showld it be 
secured to the British Nation, ef cising to a pitch of prosperity with a 
rapidity of which we shall have had little parallel. 

On the 33d the meneoce 
Mission again embarked, but did net 
the 26th they anchored off the 
aod a party landed on a rocky, 
terest. They were then obliged te stand over towards which 
they frst saw on the let March, and -were detained 4 Opee, by 
streng contrary wieds, till the the 4th, when aey panel ol 
bigh rocky Islands of the Southern Natunas. 

Oa the Lith March the Mission reached Pale Baby on which » party 
landed, sad found twe Cechia Chinese families of peer Fishermen, and a 
small pated of cultivation fer their subsist eeee on the littic bevel 
between the abrupt granitic bills and the Sea. Probably from tess fre- 
quent rain, the vegetations here does not equal iv magnitude, of bexeri- 
ames that ef the Malay Isleeds and Gtraits. They first sew bere the 
white pigeoe ; « Gas bird which ie however by oe means rarecr unde 
ec cibed. 

From the 8th te the 224 March, whee the Mission Ship sackored 
off the bar of the Siam River, its coarte was throngh an inoumerable 
groep of Lelaads which are studded thickly aleeg (er Les tere side of ibe 
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devotion their heads. It was more silent awe and adoration te « 
deity than the attacked respect te ee reler; and the 

, oat. and moanly habited, seated abeve the crowd 
more like ae te figure of Boodh, than an intelligent being of the 


Ov the right 
side of thie of the were displayed the presents te his Majes. 
ty frome the General. The entrance tothe Hall was conceaied 


an equally low tone te the envoy ; and his amewers being received were 
coaveyed in the same way tothe throne. After amothe? short silence, 
a signal, resembling in sonnd large cestinets, accompanied by « flow ien 
of trampete end shents, amneunced the clese ef the endienee and the 
golden curtain being rapidly deawe, the King retired aed the whole 
Court sat ap sed commenced smoking their email Segars and departed 
without ceremony as they wished. The gentiemen were then ted 
to view the King’s viding Elephants, the white Biephants and white 
Meekeye, a2 alse the reyal temple ond sacred Whrary weer it, ia which 
are deposited, it ls asserted, masy splendid and valuabie manaseripte. 

Nething particelarly sapdtier was remarked ie the forms, and the 
stature was rather low, ef the white er the common Elephants. The 
former as well as the Menkeys both te form and eyes bere the distine. 
tive coloers and appearance of that variety of the beman tace termed 
Albines. The white Elephants werg highly ernamested, fastened with 
telver chains, and bad their eurbretias arranged om each side of the road, 
a few spesremen were alee present. 

The seme abject respect to rank, as that siready described, is dif 
insed threagh every rank of seciety sad is carried eves inte domestic 
life. The bease menial dees set move io the presvace of bis master or 
superior, bat op hawds and knees, and whee requved te plare any thing 
before him, camenis do se, by shoving slong the flees and following it in 
that ettiteds. Prom this, eye women ere nat exempt 

The most singsiar featere pervage ie the present state of Siam je ite 
comparative tranquillity with its igteres) end cx iereal weakaees ; for 
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moderate and they being, on the payment of a small anwual (ax, exempt« 

from the heavy services to Government amovating to tix moathe iu 
yer, exacted from every adult in the Kingdom, ledepondant of the 
censtant and walimited ealle for the Army. From Uhine is eapplied the 
greater part of manafactered articles for laxary oF ase req Siam ; 
and the himselfempleys many janks, besides so annual embascy 
ship allowed to go free in this trade. Indeed the King and bis Minis. 
ters enly merehants, SS, on all articles of import, 
oud ve prodace for exportation er coh 
leaving the bedy of the people with little share in lis com- 
aod little interest in the prosperity of the country. 


Bankok, the Capital of Siam consists for the most part of a long 
floating houses erected ow bamboo rafts aed ranged slong each 
the river. The Palace, withite eumercas small balidings, oc-

Many other fue temples alee ere in ether quate 
ters of Bankok, seme perbaps larger, but none euperier in decoration, 
One is said to contain near a thousand git statues, some of copper cast 
hollow, bat mostly of clay or wood. One of immense stature acenpies 
a separate building in a quarter of the palace cociosure. 


The religion of the Giamese is that ef Roodh, and itis imeumbent 
on every coe of that seet te be ence a Talapoie or Priest, remaining so 
however ne longer than he desires and ouly attaining such keowledge of 
their mysteries as they may themesives wish, The Telapoins are sseeelsied 
ia large bodies la regelar Monasteries and every morning ot anariee, ihe 
River may be seen convered with email boats conveying then from house 
to heuse for almost chiefly boiled rice end (rait, with which they retnce at 
8 ef @ o'clock to their dwellings. in their dress they ere distinguished 
by an orange coloured robs aad & fan of feathers or Talapat leaf in theis 
hands. 

Little respect appears to be paid by the people to their temples, 
and few external forme of adoration exist. On cortain feed (ostivate 
they carry offerings to the temples aed ia severe! domestic ercurrenees 
have an assemblage of Priests at their homes to least and perform ong. 
tals earemanies. 

‘The Siemese ave in a stature short, and in form stout, but net athle- 
tie. There dress consist genersily of the coarsest Burst Chintes, which 
ie annaaily brought their in Native Vessels from thai Port; thengh now 
simest discoutinned, from the sameroes exection, deleys, and every 
species of oppreseicn end vielence te whieh traders fom every quare 
ler are sabyroted. 

The Siamese have been ecensed of cruelty io their pesichments 
towards Vereignert, perhaps toe hastily, as during the sisy ef the Miss 
sien ne instance came ta their knowledge ef eapitel panichmerat, or 
metilaties ; sotwithtanding the recent discovery of a conspinary already 
poticed.

the 25th they finally sailed towards some Islands a short 
off, oa the Eastern side of the Bay, in order to take in ballast, 
wood aud water, readily afforded, as well as fine ¢; of the lar. 
gost of them called Bir Chaug. This Telamd consist of a range of 
hills, the highest part being about 1600 feet elevated above ihe Sea, con- 
sisting of a granitic base with saperimposed limestone aad quarts rock. 
In the limestone reck on the N. W. qnaster were caves containing masy 


of the swallows, and the edible birds’ wests.

On the S5¢h the ship entered We great river of Combe- 
dis, and aachored off the email village of Kam Dew, 

On the 26th the envoy having received an invitation to visit the 
Capital (By-goon), then the residence of a viceroy, and second caly to 
the king in the kingdom of Cochin China, departed, attended by one of 
hie nite in Jarge boats provided for the purpose, towed by from 30 to 
SQ rowers dressed in scarlet, and weariag singular painted caps over their 
turbans of a conical form, surmounted by cocks feather, Sy-goon is sita- 
ated ona noble river lu every part free frem obstacles, evento ships 
af considerable sine and navigable aleo beyond the capitet which may 
he reckoned about 60 miles from ite month, The Governer is cansidered a 
man of abilities ead ix much esteemed ; and ander his Govern. 
ment commerce appear to flomsish to a eonsiderahin degree. From 
hence, Hue, the capital of the kingdom, derives iis principal supplies of 
grein; nor cam that place conteis above'half the popelatios here attract. 
ed. Amongst the rest there ere many Chinese settiers, and some epulent 
Geceudents of these people —whilst oaly a few remain at the Capital, and 
at another Town, Fy-Ve, sear Dowson Bay. 


By-goeon is extensive Oity ov the Right bank ofthe river and has a 
fortress in the Ruropesn manner fer its protection. On the $rd Septem- 


ber the envoy having retarned te the ship it proceeded towards Teron 
Bay where it cast anchor on the 16th,

This river is net navigable but by small Junks, nat only on seeount 
of (he bar at its mouth, but from (he nomerous abstacies and banks dering 
the whole of ite course, wevertheler: it may be considered » flee river 
and ie the naturel beauties of iis banks is perhaps execlied ty few, Lof- 
ty ranges of primitive menntains terminate the duetant view, whilst the 
intervening country consiate of low ranges aed undurtatiag plains of se- 
eondary fermation, enlivened by onmereus patehes of ealti vation, adoru> 
ed with trees, where favourable to their growth, aad waternd by ince- 
merable mountain streame, 

The City of Hine te sltnated on the Left Bank of the river ? and the 
attention aml wonder of the traveller is at once comanded ley its extensive 
magvificea( fortification Railtofthe best masonry, aceording to European 

ineiples and constraction, and ia a style of exeelience hardly exeseded, 
fequalied, by the fnest fort which Ladle prepesses cither im strength, 
magnitude, or state of preservation and scencely yielding ip neatvess, 
and jutereal arrangement. At any rainit ia calculated ite one 
astesishment ja the highest degree, and may be safely te ataad 
worivalled amoagat werks ef amilitary natere undertaken and completed 
by Asiaticn, Tt waathe work of she late king, It wasin.the form cfs 
parallalegram approaching to the square and is stated te be three miles 
in length. The remparts are about 80 feet high with s berm at the 
foot between it aad the wet ditch, which Is about 40 feet broad, pro- 
portionally deep and entirely surrounds the bedy ef the place, ft pos. 
gecees regular cutworks, a covert way, aed weil Guished glecis leaving 
down te the briuk of the river, which earrennds the Fort on three sides, 
the fearth being completed bee good cane!.
